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The Affordable Housing Act of 1983, N.J.S. 40:55D et seq., prohibits
munici paitiesfrom subyjecting manufactured homesto requirementswhich aredifferent
from requirementsfor homes constructed by other means.

N.J.S. 40:55D-104 states:

A municipal agency shall not exclude or restrict, through its
development regul ations, the use, location, placement, or joining of
sectionsof manufactured homeswhich arenot lessthan 22 feet wide,
areonlandthetitletowhichisheld by the manufactured homeowner,
and arelocated on permanent foundati ons unlessthoseregul ations
shall beequally applicabletoal buildingsand structuresof smilar
use.

Whilecongtruction officid smust insurethat manufactured homesarecertified
pursuant to N.J.A.C. 5:23-4B.5(a) under the State Uniform Construction Code,
manufactured homesmust not be subjected to requirementswhich differ from those
for other typesof homes.
